Then came the sermon. In spite of 
his long service Dr. Thompson does not 
speak with the beauty of a trained 
pulpit orator, but rather with the 
tluency of tbe man whose advice is 
good, whose words are not to be taken 
lightly, because they have been care- 
fully weighed and are intended 10 
convey to the hearer a practical lesson 
that will sink directly into the mind. 
His discourse was logical and filled 
with the philosophy that applies to 
every day life. 
The gentleman expressed his high 
appreciation of the kindness shown 
him. aud announced as bis text tlie 
fifih verse of the lesson, ".Let this 
mind be in jou which was in Christ 
Jesus." - 


He showed the beauty of sacrifice as 
compared with selfishness, and the 
wide gap ever found between the real 
and the ideal. To him Christ's char- 
acter was resplendintly beautiful be- 
cause of his matchless service for hu- 
manity. The ideal Chi ist is a ser- 
vant, and service is fundamental in 
every educated man and woman's Jife. 
He spoke for the educated young 
man and pointed out his place in the 
community,saying- th.it education was 
costly an'i every educated maa owes a 
duly to the public.

If GoJ lives man ought 10 
regard Him. and service should tben- 
fore be for tbe good ol others. We in 
reality work for others while working

Nation did not build up although she 
smashed a great deal, aud the bpeaker 
very forcibly pointed out the man 
who tears down and does not build up 
and the man who builds up and does 
not tear down.

mire, whose trife was found murder- 
ed near their home at Holton. Kas., 
fcnried in a shallow trench, was ar- 
rested In Kansas City. Kas. Marks on 
th« body, which is belieTCd to have 
l>e«n buried since May 19. indicated 
that her stnll had been crushed with 
* club and suspicion was directed 
•gainst the husband who disappeared 
tit that time. When arrested Klens- 
mire was at the depot to tafee a train, 
as he said, for Holton. "When told he 
was wanted on suspicion of murder- 
ing his wife, he refused to talk- 


Finally Klensmire was induced to 


make the following statement: "3£y 
wife and I disagreed frequently, but I 
usually let her have" her war. Just 
before her death she was very angry 
because I wanted to sell some !an£ to 
which she had signed a deed. She 
said she would leave me. But I did 
not want to let people know she had 
left me and told her to say she was 
going away on a visit "We had a few 
-words Sunday, May 12, about it. She 
went away and later I found her body 
tanging from a rope in the barn. I 
took her down but was afraid of the 
disgrace and hid her body in the 
Straw. The nest day I baried her. I 
told the children she had gone to 
Tezas and. the telegram I sent saying 
she was dead was intended to keep 
them from Snowing she suicided."' 


Asked about the condition of his 


wife's crushed head, he said: "Maybe 
the dirt falling on it mashed it in. I 
wouldn't strike her." There was co 
more than two feet of dirt over the 
body as it was found. 


Klensmire is a German farmer. 48 


years old and uneducated. The prob- 
ability that he would be tried for 
laarder seemed secondary to the dis- 
gracs from publicity of the affair. He 
was born near Holton and has always 
lived in that vicinity. His mother 
and two or three brothers and sisters 
lire there and are well respected.

while he paced up and down the stage 
declared himself to be the prophet 
Elijah aad the forerunner of a theoc- 
racy for temporal government. 


Dowie's most startling declaration 


was as follows: "I am Elijah, the 
prophet, who appeared first as Elijah 
himself, second as John the Baptist, 
and who now comes In me, the re- 
storer of all things. Elijah was a 
irophet, John was a preacher, but I 
combine In myself the attributes of 
the prophet, priest and ruler orer 
men. Gaze on me then; I say it fear- 
«*s!y. 
Make the most of It. you 


•retches in ecclesiastical garb. 1 am 


he that is the living physical and spir- 
tual embodiment of Elijah, and my 
commission to earth a third time has 
>eea prophesied by Malachi. by God 
Himself, by his son Jeans, by Peter, 
and 3.000 years ago by Moses. All 
who believe me to be in very truth all 
of th's will stand np." 
Over 3.000 


people rose to their feet and greeted 


declaration with cheers and hand- 


clapping. 


"Understand well what 1 mean." he 


continued. "I will take no counsel in 
my methods of government. I hare 
come to proclaim theocracy, pure aad 
simple, the government of God, by 
God and for God. and 1 will never rest 
till all other forms of government 
have been driven from the earth. You 
talk about your democracy. Bah! I 
tell you democracy has been tried in 
the balance and has failed. The gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people is twaddle. I stand 
loyal to the flag and countenance no 
revolution. But I demand here and 
now that the name of God must be 
placed foremost in the constitution of 
the United States and the supremacy 
of God in all things." 


Having delivered himself of this 


tirade, Dowie concluded by admonish- 
ing his followers, "You must pay your 
tithes into the church of God." 


Didn't Indict Dowie. 


Chicago, June 3.—Dr. John Alexan- 


der Dowie, the founder of the faith- 
cure Zion, was not indicted by the 
grand Jury, aor were the deaconesses, 
Mrs. Bratb. and Mrs. Speicher. despite 
the Ending of the coroner's Jury hold- 
Ing them criminally responsible for 
the death of Mrs. H. W. Judd. AV. H. 
DeMoure of Piper City, nis., who died 
recently, bequeathed all his property, 
worth $100,000, to Zion instead of to 
his five sons.
